They "Will Not Permit a Transfer of 


Money From a Fund. 


Tbe city is in a financial pickle. Now 


$1500 is due creditors for current expenses, 
and by June 30ih, tbs end of the fiscal 
year, tbe sum due viili be about S7000. 


The surplus of ail funds is expended. 
The city officers expected to make pay- 


mc-.it by using a part ot the bond redemp- 
tion fund. But tne attorneys for tbe bond- 
holders have iiotih'ed Auditor Snow that 
such transfer cannot legally be made, and 
threatening suit if it is attempted. 


The only possible way out of the diffi- 


culty, in the opinion of. Mr. Snow, is for 
every creditor to s-ue the city and have it so 
arranged that the judgments will not be 
issued until July, when the debts may 
be 
regarded 
as 
having 
accrued 
in 
the next fii-cul year. This, though, -will be 
an exnensH'e proceeding, for with the costs 
added to each suit some of the claims will 
be about doubled. 
Something, of course, though, must be 


speedily done, for tbe bills of some of the 
creditors date back three or four months 
1 and they are getting anxious. Auditor 


i Know, too, lias taken a decided stand on 
the proposition—he will not draw any 
more warrants now tbat the fund is ex- 
hausted, so the orders !or payment sent to 
him by tho Council will be simply returned 
to tbac body. 
The Oakland Bank of Savings is the 


largest holder of bonds in this city, and is 
also agent for a srood many of the foreign 
holders. John Yule is the attorney repre- 
senting the bondholders.
